3. Adoption of Resolution 2016-01, a resolution of the City Commission of the City

of Alton, Texas, amending the City Commission policy relating to handguns on
City property by adopting a City Commission policy prohibiting the carrying of
handguns into meeting rooms during open meetings, prohibiting the carrying of
handguns and rifles by city employees or officials, providing for a severability
clause; providing for an effective date,
Ricardo Gonzalez, City Attorney stated the resolution affects employees and the City
Commission only. This is only policy. Staff recommends approval. Motion to
approve was moved by Mayor Pro Tem Arturo Galvan Jr and seconded by
Commissioner Richard Arevalo. Motion carried 5-0.

4. Adoption of Ordinance 2016-01, an ordinance amending the code of ordinances

relating to handguns in schools, polling places during elections, racetracks,
airports, bars, liquor stores, sporting events, jail facilities, hospitals, nursing
homes, amusement parks and churches. Providing for an effective date and
severability clause and waiving a second and third reading.
Ricardo Gonzalez, City Aftorney stated ordinance specifies locations where a
concealed handgun cannot be used. Staff recommends approval. Motion to approve
was moved by Commissioner Ricardo Garza and seconded by Mayor Pro Tem Arturo
Galvan Jr, Motion carried 5-0.

5. Approve the disposition of surplus vehicles, equipment and other minor items.
